Trocal Paying for New 
Roof at High School! 


Troca] Company, the manufacturer of the 
roof placed on the high school, is paying to 
have a new roof installed over the high 
school gym. 

Bloxum Roofing, of Traverse City, will be 
installing a new roof over the gym as soon as 
final authorization is made by the Trocal 


- Company. 


Crawford AuSable Sanerinteadent Kent 
Reynolds said Bloxum will be installing a 
new roof over the existing roof and it should 
take only a couple of work days to complete 
the job. 

The new roof portion will cost Trocal 
about $40,000. The school district doesn’t 
pay anything because the roof was guar- 
anteed. The roof over the gym was installed 
in 1984 when a new roof was placed over the 
entire high school. 

The gym roof is being replaced because it 
has leaked periodically since last year. 

Every time the roof has leaked, Trocal 
has authorized Bloxum to come over and 
patch the area leaking. This fall, the leaks 
became more frequent, forcing both a girls 
and boys basketball game to be rescheduled 
to the middle school gym. 

Since early October, Reynolds said the 
school district has been on the phone with 
Trocal practically daily trying to clear up 
the roof problem. 

Trocal finally decided to install a new roof 
because they feel the fastening process used 
over the gym roof has failed. The rest of the 
high school roof was fastened with bolts 
through the ceiling. Over the gym, however, 
bolt fasteners were not used because they 
could be seen at the top of the ceiling. 

A different kind of fastener was used over 
the gym and a different roof material also 
had to be used. 

Reynolds said there has been no problems 
with the rest of the school roof. 

Since 1984, Trocal has developed a new 
fastener that allows them to use the same 
roof material as used on the rest of the high 
school roof. 

In 1984, the new roof over the entire school 
cost $320,000. That price included removing 
the old roof, and installing insulation. The 
new roof material over the gym will be 60- 
millimeter poly-vinyl chloride. Most of the 
problems with leaking have come from the 
fastening along the outer edge of the roof. 


The current roof will have to be cleared of 
snow and ice before the new roof can be in- 
stalled. Reynolds said there isn’t a lot of 
snow on the roof because it is high and the 
wind tends to blow the snow off. But he said 
there isn’t much ‘heat escaping from the 
building because of good insulation, so any 
snow or ice up there isn’t melting during the 
cold weather.

$22.8 Million In 
Projects Planned 
For Camp Grayling 


Projects amounting to $22.8 million have 
been planned for Camp Grayling for fiscal 
years 1986-88. 

Three projects worth $7.8 million have 
already been approved for fiscal year 1986. 
A new M.A.T.E.S. complex tabbed at $6 
million is slated to be built in the Range 30 
complex north of North Down River Road. A 


| motor pool area for Camp Grayling is sched- 


wled for construction at a cost of $1 million. 
Also, about 20 buildings in the 500 area of the 
Camp will be winterized. Barracks, mess 
halls, and headquarter buildings will have 
heating, insulation, and other items install- 
ed to house 1,000 guards during the winter. 

For fiscal year 1987, plans have already 
been drawn for a $330,000 new dispensary at 
the Camp. 

Funding documents have also been sub- 


mitted three other major projects for 1987, 
but plans have not been drawn yet. The 
projects are $915,000 for battalion supply 
buildings, $665,000 for an Automatic Record- 
ed Fire (ARF) range, and $521,000 for an 
Automatic Field Fire (AFF) range. 

For fiscal year 1988, two major projects 
are planned. The big one is a $2 million 
multi-purpose range complex that will allow 
for more realistic training. The multi- 
purpose range is tentatively planned for 
Range 30. A $588,000 project to build field 
grade office headquarters is also planned 
for 1988, 

Camp Grayling officers said the 1987 and 
1988 fiscal year projects are programmed, 
but with defense cuts being discussed as 
part of the balanced budget, funding is not 
certain.

The Crawford County Board of Com- 
missioners will hold a public hearing Thurs- 
day, December 19, at the county courthouse 
for the 1986 proposed county budget. 

The 1986 proposed budget is for $2,334,762. 
The 1985 budget was for $2,194,571 with 
$2,268,337 projected as actually being spent 
for the year. 

Copies of the budget are available from 
the county clerk's or treasurer's office. 

In another financial matter, the county 
board approved leasing four new Ford

Ordinances Requested 


Requests for county ordinances restrict- 
ing types of dancing and minors partici- 
pating in open house parties will be review- 
ed by the Crawford County Prosecuting At- 
torney. 

Mary Harland, chairperson of the Craw- 
ford County Board of Commissioners, asked 
the prosecuting attorney to review the or- 
dinance requests to provide more informa- 
tion for the county board. 

Commissioner Jeannette Kitchen said she 
would like to see a committee appointed or 
an existing committee look into the requests 
before the board takes any action on them. 

The requests for the ordinances started at 
the city level. 

Concerning the dance restrictions, David 
Englund, of Grayling, asked the city to con- 
sider restricting some types of dancing such 
as the all-male revue which recently per- 
formed at the Sawmill in downtown Gray- 
ling. 

City manager Jerry Morford obtained 
copies of similar ordinances from other 
areas and had city attorney David Sabin 
look into the ordinance request. 

In a reply tetter to Englund, Morford 
wrote, ‘Mr. Sabin has advised me that it 
appears that no nude dancing has occurred 
at the location in question. He also said that 
it might not be possible to prohibit the type 
of dancing done locally by adoption of an or- 
dinance as long as such dancing is confined 
to a building accessible only to patron of 


. legal age.”

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patrol, and one Ford pick-up for animal con- 
trol. The three-year lease package including 
maintenance and repairs could save the 
county as much as $60,000 over the three 
years. 

The last three years, the sheriff depart- 
ment has spent $72,549 in buying new and 
used patrol cars. Maintenance and repairs 
on the vehicles have cost $78,415 over the 
three years. The total spent for vehicles 
from 1983-85 has been $150,964. 

The three-year lease will cost a”total of 
$91,830. The lease covers maintenance and 
repairs for 36 months or 60,000 miles with 36 
months and unlimited miles on the power 
train. 

The patrol cars averaged 76,702 miles 
over the last three years, a study by Under- 
sheriff Tom Coors showed. If the patro) cars 
maintain a similar average, the county 
would be picking up maintenance and repair 
costs (excluding power train) for only 16,702 
miles toward the end of the three years. 

At the end of the three-year lease, the 
county can buy the leased vehicles for $1 
each. County commissioners said the pick- © 
up and possibly the Bronco will probably 
have low enough mileage to turn the $1 pur- 
chase into a great deal for the county. 

John Jones, general manager for Al Ben- 
nett Ford in Grayling, said even if the patrol 
cars have a lot of miles on them, it would 
behoove the county to buy them for $1 just 
for the parts. 

Jones said the lease program is a brand 
new program offered to municipal police 
organizations through Ford Motor Credit 
Company. 

Sheriff Hatfield said the Undersheriff 
checked with Scheer Motors, the other 
car dealer in the county, but they did not 
have a similar lease program for police 
cars. 

The four new cars will be Ford LTD 
Crown Victorias equipped with a police 
package. 

The Bronco will be full size with four- 
wheel drive for emergency use. The pick-up 
will also have four-wheel drive for emer- 
gency back-up. 

The cost of the lease will be $2,550.84 a 
month. 

The patro) vehicles will probably arrive in 
six to eight weeks. —

CHRISTIAN GENOCIDE? 


The Genocide Treaty now 
faces ratification before the 
U.S. Senate for the sixth 
time since 1949. Conserva- 
tives are still fighting the 
measure because of the 
threat to religious liberty. As 
Senator Steven D. Symms 
said, ‘The treaty’s definition 
of ‘racism’ is so broad that it 
would cover a missionary 
trying to convert a small 
African sect to 
Christianity.” 

The treaty defined ‘‘geno- 
cide’ as “acts committed 
with intent to destroy, in 
whole or in part, a national, 
ethnical, racial or religious 
group,’ this included 
causing “‘mental harm” to 
members within the group, 
or ‘‘deliberately inflicting on 
the group conditions of life 
calculated to bring about 
physical destruction in 
whole or in part.”

After going through a 
rather lengthy bureaucratic 
process, the residents of 
K.P. Lake and Lovells Town- 
ship have finally had enact- 
ed a Special Local Water- 
craft Control which places 


restrictions on the use of out- 


board motors on that body of 
water. 

This rule took effect on 
September 25, 1985 and reads 
as follows: 

“R 281.720.12-Big K.P. 
Lake; operation of a vessel 
powered by a motor. 

Rule 12. On the waters of 
Big K.P. Lake, sections 27, 
28 and 33, Lovells Township, 
Crawford County, it is 
unlawful to operate a vessel 
powered by a motor other 
than an electric motor.” 

I anticipate that the public 
access site on K.P. Lake will 
be properly posted so that 
users will be aware that a 
legal restriction on motor 
use is now in place.

Conservation 
Report 


The weather over the past 
week has been like we have 
come to expect in January - 
cold temperatures, cloudy 
skies, wind, and snow. Be- 
tween 5 and 10 inches of new 
fluffy snow fell Saturday and 
Sunday, bring snow cover in 
the district to 1% feet in Gay- 
lord to 1% feet in Indian 
River and Boyne City to 6 in- 
ches in Alpena. Snow depths 
drop rapidly east and south 
of Gaylord. 

The 1985 elk hunt ended 
Sunday the 15th, with a total 
of 119 out of 120 hunters get- 
ting their elk, Of that total 29 
were bulls, 10 calves, and 80 
were cows. The largest elk 
taken this year was a7 x 8 pt. 
bull weighing 646 Ibs. Road 
and hunting conditions were 
not the greatest for this hunt 
because of snow and cold. 
Many of the hunters had to 
work harder than usual 
because of the early snow. 
Most of the elk taken were 
from the area where most of 
the crop damage has been 
experienced. Wildlife 
biologists advise that there 
are still plenty of elk left for 
public viewing throughout 
the elk range. 

The muzzleloader deer 
season also ended Sunday; 
again early snow hampered 
hunters efforts. Hunting for 
grouse and rabbits with dogs 
is getting difficult to im- 
possible in much of the dis- 
trict because of the snow 
depths. Winter recreation- 
ists desiring to get off the 
roads will need snowshoes or 
skis. 

Cross County Skiing and 
snowmobiling conditions are 
excellent to fantastic 
throughout the district. 
Grooming operations on both 
types of trails will begin this 
week. Trai] maps are avail- 
able at department offices in 
the district. Several ski 
trails have been worked on 
throughout the fall, to im- 
prove markings and skiing 
pleasure. 

Ice conditions on district 
lakes are still very question- 
able. Most of the deeper 
lakes still have open water; 
the shallower Jakes are 
covered with ice and snow, 
but conditions are not safe on 
many of these, with thin or 
spongy ice. Exercise ex- 
treme caution when ven- 
turing out on lake ice. 

Archery deer hunting, 
grouse, and squirrel hunting 
remain open until January 1. 
Bunnies remain open until 
March 31.

TT IS INEVITABLE that the United Auiv 
Workers union has stepped out in front in 
Michigan on the issue of ‘comparable 
worth.” 

That’s the issue involved in setting pay 
rates for jobs that traditionally are filled 
by members of one gender, and the ques- 
tion of whether traditionally female jobs 
are inherently paid less than traditionally 
male jobs. 

For example, is the job of secretary — 
usually filled by women — worth as much, 
or more, than the job of truck driver — 
usually filled by men? Is there ‘‘compar- 
able” worth between the two jobs? 

And if so, how come one usually pays 
less than the other? And how come the 
lesser paid job is the one usually filled by 
women? Isn’t that biological discrimina- 
tion, and isn’t that illegal and shouldn't it 
be corrected by law or court ruling? 

Those are the questions that are front 
and center in the “comparable worth” bat- 
tle, just heating up across the country. 

IN MICHIGAN, the UAW has now taken 
on the leadership role in the struggle for 
“comparable worth.” The UAW has filed a 
lawsuit in federal court in Detroit charging 
that the state of Michigan discriminates 
against its women employees in its pay 
practices because it does not recognize 
“comparable worth” in various job cate- 
gories. 

According to Beverly Tucker, UAW at- 
torney, traditional female state jobs such 
as secretary and nurse, are paid less than 
traditional male jobs, such as main- 
tenance mechanic and truck driver. 

Ms. Tucker claims that a maintenance 
mechanic makes about 25 percent more 
than a secretary, while a_ typist-clerk 
makes about 18 percent less than a 
laborer. 

‘‘We don’t think one is inherently more 
valuable than the other,”’ Ms. Tucker said. 

THE UNION suit asks for a job analysis 
program where all positions would be 
weighed and re-evaluated. This is an ap- 
proach taken by union and feminist 
leaders in other states, so far without suc- 
cess. For example, a federal appeals court 
panel in the state of Washington earlier 
this year threw out just such a program 
which the state of Washington had put into 
practice. 

Out west, Washington had adopted a 
plan to evaluate state jobs according to 


Governor James Blanchard has signed 
into law sweeping legislation opening 
Michigan to statewide branch banking and 
interstate bank ownership. 

The signing of the bill ends years of 
struggle of many of the state’s banking in- 
terests to permit statewide branch bank- 
ing. 

The new act is “the most significant 
banking legislation enacted in Michigan 
during the past 45 years,” the Governor 
said during bill signing ceremonies in 
Dearborn. 

This legislation brings Michigan’s bank- 
ing structure into the 1980's and positions 
our state for future economic gains. The 
legislation benefits Michigan consumers, 
businesses, the banking community and 
our entire state,’’ he said. 

The bill is substantially similar to one 
vetoed last year by the Governor. 

The new version, however, was the 
product of agreements worked out by 
members of the Department of Com- 
merce, key legislators and officials of both 
large and community banks. 

The act would allow full reciprocal inter- 
state banking rights with Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, and Minnesota in 1986. 

Beginning in 1988, reciprocal banking 
rights nationwide would be authorized. 

Additionally, state banks would be 
allowed to create up to six regional banks 
that could create statewide branches. 

A bank holding company creating a new- 
ly capitalized bank would have to operate 
for at least two and a half years before 
establishing that bank as a branch. 

In addition, banking companies could 
not create a new branch in the munici- 
pality where another bank has its home of- 
fice. 

The bill would also prohibit out-of-state 
banks taking over Michigan banks, or 
Michigan banks taking over institutions in 
other states, from importing the interest 
rates from those states on consumer loans 
made in Michigan, except on credit card

similar levels of skill, mental demands, 
accountability and working conditions, 
and to pay similar wages for jobs found 
similar on those four criteria. But the ap- 
peals court said that wasn’t necessary. 

“The employer should also be able to 
take into account market conditions, bar- 
gaining demands, and the possibility that 
another study will yield different results,” 
the court said in its decision. 

Of course, few can be against paying 
comparable pay for comparable 
work...that is, the concept of comparable 
worth has broad appeal. The problem is 
how to set the standards. As Shakespeare 
said, ...ah, there’s the rub.

IN MICHIGAN, it could be predicted 
that the UAW would take up the fight after 


_the auto union won a series of elections to 


represent about 21,000 state employees. 

For heaven’s sake, what is the auto 
workers union doing representing state 
employed secretaries and typists and 
social workers? Well, about the same thing 
that the Teamsters union is doing repre- 
senting sheriff’s deputies, and the 
Machinists’ union is doing representing 
county nursing home attendants. 

It’s a matter of union growth and sur- 
vival. 

Unionism has undergone many changes, 
over the years. In early times, the craft 
guilds brought together workmen of one 
craft only into a ‘‘union” of interests. The 
building trades organization is an exten- 
sion of this early development — ail brick- 
layers in one union, all iron workers in 
another, all carpenters in a third, regard- 
less of the employer. This concept of ‘‘ver- 
tical unionism’’ persists today in some 
areas. 

Then came the big factory ’unions, 
exemplified by the UAW, where all 
workers within a single plant or single 
company belonged to a single bargaining 
unit. In Michigan, such “horizontal union- 
ism’ has been dominant in many areas. 

Lately, new white-collar unions — such 
as the teachers, and the public employees, 
have been born or have grown as the ser- 
vice segment of the economy grows. 

So the UAW and the Teamsters and 
others are changing with the times, reach- 
ing out to new fields. It’s a matter of 
growth — and perhaps, survival.

ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 
AGREEMENTS SIGNED 
WITH ONTARIO 

Blanchard and Ontario Premier David 
R. Peterson has signed a series of four 
agreements to protect environmental 
quality in the two jurisdictions, including 
one that will promote a coordinated 
response to toxic spills such as the one 
recently identified in the St. Clair River at 
Sarnia. 

The agreements results from the first 
“summit”? between the two chief exect- 
tives since Peterson, a Liberal, took office 
in June. 

At the summit, the Governor and Pre- 
mier agreed to pursue further agreements 
spanning a variety of issues, including 
tourism and economic development and to 
expand the Ontario-Michigan partnership 
in the coming months. é, 

The toxic spills agreement establishes 
an ‘early warning system” between Mich- 
igan and Ontario in the event of a sudden 
or accidental spill of toxic substances into 
the Great Lakes or connecting waters. 

It creates a system for notice and con- 
sultation between the jurisdictions, in- 
cluding review by both parties of proposed 
cleanup plans. 

Other environmental agreements ap- 
proved by the Governor and Premier are a 
plan to develop cleanup actions at existing 


- Great Lakes pollution hotspots, a trans- 


boundary air pollution control agreement, 
and a general tetter of intent on environ- 
mental quality.

1985 Firearm Deer 
season Summarized 


Lansing — Michigan fire- 
arm deer hunters took an 
estimated 163.000 deer this 
year during the November 
15-30 firearm deer season, 
according to Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
wildlife biologists. Only in 
1981 were more deer taken 
during this season, with a 
total of 173,000 animals. 

The 1985 firearm deer har- 
vest was composed of 116,000 
bucks and 46,500 antlerless 
deer, an increase of 26 per- 
cent above that of 1984’s fire- 
arm deer harvest of 129,000. 

The Upper Peninsula take 
was composed of 19,000 
bucks and 4,500 antlerless 
deer. This total of 23,500 is an 
increase of 12 percent over 
last year’s take of 20,900 in 
the U.P. 

The northern Lower 
Peninsula harvest was com- 
posed of 67,000 bucks and 
21,800 antlerless deer for a 
total of 88,800 deer, 38 per- 
cent higher than 1984’s 64,500 
harvest. 

In the southern Lower 
Peninsula, 30,500 bucks and 
20,200 antlerless deer made 
up the 50,700 total, a 16 per- 
cent increase over last 
year’s take of 43,600 in this 
area. 

DNR’s Law Enforcement 
Division reports preliminary 
figures of six fatalities and 
25 injuries resulting from 
firearm deer hunting acci- 
dents this year, compared to 
seven fatalities and 29 in- 
juries during the 1984 
season. 

Conditions were ideal 
opening day, however, high 
winds and heavy precipita- 
tion during the season result- 
ed in fewer hunting hours. 
An estimated herd of over a 
million deer still allowed 
many hunters to be success- 
ful despite thé reduction in 
hunting hours. 

Some deer hunting con- 
tinues for hunters licensed in 
a designated hunter’s choice 
area of Menominee County 
where the hunting season ex- 
tends through December 15. 
The archery deer season, 
which resumed December 1, 
will run till January 1, 1986 
and the muzzleloader deer

The importance of smoke 
detectors is apparent when 
we read the National Fire 
Protection Association 
(NFPA) statistics that tell 
us that; over 60 percent of 
multiple death fires occur 
between midnight and eight 
a.m. 

* Plan and practice 
EDITH (Exit Drills In The 
Home) until everyone in the 
home knows what to do. 
Don’t wait for smoke and 
fire to surprise you. 

* Practice now sleeping 
with the doors closed. The 
door holds back smoke and 
fire while you escape. 

x Practice testing the 
door for heat. Since heat 
rises, feel the door as high as 
you can reach. If the door is 
warm, don’t open it, use your 
second means of escape. 

*x Practice what to do if 
you become trapped. Put 
closed doors between you 
and the smoke. Stuff cracks 
and cover vents to keep 
smoke out. If a phone is 
available, call in your exact 
location to the fire depart- 
ment even if they are on the 
scene. Tell children not to 
hide. Wait at the window and 
signal with a sheet or flash- 
light. 

x Practice crawling low if 
caught in smoke. 

* Have children practice 
saying the fire department 
number, the family name, 
street address, and town into 
the telephone.

them in a pint of brandy fora 
fortnight, and then adding a 
pint of sugar syrup.”’ 
Cardamon seeds have a 
highly aromatic with warm 
and slightly pungent taste. 
Properties extracted by 
water and alcohol — more 
readily by the latter.

‘Aura’ of Word Cancer 
Must Be Dismissed 


What is it like to go back 
to work after having treat- 
ment for cancer? As survival 
rates for this disease continue 
to increase, patients return- 
ing to work have special prob- 
lems and needs that must be 
addressed, Dr. Jimmie Hol- 
land, chief, Psychiatric Ser- 
vice, Memorial Sloan-Ketter- 
ing Cancer Center, told a 
group of life insurance med- 
ical directors. ‘‘We must get 
rid of the ‘aura’ of the word 
cancer,”’ Dr. Holland said. 


More than 3,000,000 peo- 
ple currently are 5-year cancer 
survivors, many of them 
considered cured, she point- 
ed out, Explaining that can- 
cer was synonymous with 
death in the 1940’s and de- 
spite the increased survivor 
population, ‘‘attitudes tend 
to change more slowly than 
knowledge and informa- 
tion.’’ Thus, many people 
are forced to face many “‘stig- 
mas’’ associated with the 
disease. 


Special problems associ- 
ated with cancer patients 
include fear of recurrence, 
job insecurity and fear of re- 
jection, To help overcome 
these concerns, employers 
and co-workers, as well as 
cancer patients themselves, 
must be educated in coping 
with such fears.

She sat 
there until her Dad picked 
her up around 2:30 p.m. 
When this child did get 
home, all she did was stay in 
her room and couldn’t eat 
very much supper. Or this 
year the mother that had her 
child home for the second 
time but didn’t tell the school 
her child had ‘head lice’’ 
again, because she didn’t 
want her child to be em- 
barrassed again. 

As concerned parents of 
school children, we are won- 
dering just what can be done 
about the nuisance disease 
‘“thead lice’ and how the 
problems are handled at the 
schools. 

The expense of the parents 
whom a large number are on 
fixed incomes and cannot af- 
ford the expense of sprays, 
shampoo, and laundry every 
time there is an outbreak of 
head lice and contact.
